Albany, N. Y., Oct. 9.— W ithout call­ 
ing either Governor Sulzer or his wife 
to the witness stand his counsel rest­ 
ed their defense in the trial of his 
Impeachment. 
Ac cording to D. Cady Herrick, chiet 
of his attorneys, Governor Sulzer de­ 
cided not to defend himself in person 
because he did not want to be placed 
in the position of shielding h im self' .j. 
behind his wife, for it was for Mrs. ' 4. 
Sulzer, according 
to 
the testimony

that the governor had his W a ll street j *1* 
dealings.

Judge H errick said that the gov- 4 
ernor had heard from many quarters, 
including Washington, that “ any man 
who would shield himself behind his 
wife ought to be removed." 
Monday next being a holiday the 
court probably w ill adjourn from Frl- 
day until Tuesday, when, it is expect 
ed, the verdict on the governor’s guiP 
or innocence will be reached. 
Friends of the governor pictured 
him as a man who had martyred him­ 
self for the sake of his wife. 
Judge 
H errick pointed out that the testi­ 
mony of A llan A. Ryan best disclosed 
the reason why the governor had not 
taken the stand. 
This was the con­ 
versation which 
Ryan 
said he had 
with the Impeached executive ear'v 
in September in relation to obtaining 
political influence to stop the trial. 


Anxious to Protect W ife. 


" I suggested to Mr. Sulzer,” Ryan’s 
testimony 
ran, 
"now 
that 
certain 
charges had been made against him, 1 
did not see that he could afford to 
put himself in a position in which he 
could not answer the charges. 
He 
said that the reason was that he did 
not want to drag his wife into the 
situation and put her on the stand. 
The sudden announcement that the 
case for the 
defense 
was 
closed 
created a profound sensation in the 
courtroom. 
Only a few days after 
the trial began Governor Sulzer told 
newspaper men that 
he 
positively 
would appear in his own defense. 
He 
said that at that time he would tell 
an "astounding 
story," 
that 
would 
force Charles F. Murphy, leader of 
Tam m any Hall, to take the stand ir 
his defense also. 
Up until a few days ago the gov­ 
ernor was still insistent that he be 
allowed to tell bis story, but he final­ 
ly yielded, It was said, to the advice 
of his attorneys. 
In prepa 
g for this story, as well 
as that expected from Mrs. Sulzer 
counsel for tin* impeachment mana­ 
gers had In reserve half or a dozen 
more witnesses whom they had « 
pec ted to put on In rebuttal. 
The closing of the taking of testi­ 
mony by the defense was announced 
by Attorney Herrick after presiding 
Judge Cullen had refused to admit 
into evidence a story of alleged grail 
involving D. W . Peck, superintendent 
of public works, who testified early 
in the trial that Governor Sulzer had 
asked him to deny under oath that he 
had made a $500 campaign contribu­ 
tion. 
It w’as announced by counsel lhai 
Louis M arshall for the defense would 
begin the summing up. 
He will be 
answered by Judge Alton B. Parker. 
Frid ay Judge Herrick will close the 
summing up for the defense and Ed- 
gar T. Brackett will close for the 
board of managers.

Champ Clark Says No One Can W rite 
T ariff Measure That W ill Suit A ny­ 
body El so— However, Democrats Give 
People W hat They Voted For In 1910 
and 1912—-Country Ready.

Washington. Oct. 9.—[Special.]—The 
last stages of the tariff showed the 
usual amount of selfishness in both 
senate and house, although It did not 
have the opportunity for such exhibi­ 
tions in the house as in the senate. 
The men in the senate who could not 
have their w ay as to the tariff were 
decidedly antagonistic to the members 
of the conference committee who had 
worked so long to bring about an ad­ 
justment. 
Although compromise has been the 
keystone of legislation from the foun­ 
dation of the governm ent many men 
think that compromise can only be ef­ 
fected when It Is made In their favor. 
T hat sentiment was voiced to some ex­ 
tent in both houses, not so much in the 
public speeches as in the talk with 
conferees when the bill was nearing 
completion. 


Find Defects In Bill. 
The new tariff bill is said to be full 
of faults. 
“ Only one man cau write a 
tariff 
bill,” 
once 
remarked 
Champ 
Clark, "but It will suit no other man 
on earth except himself.” 
And so the 
new tariff bill does not suit auy one 
man in all particulars. 
To that ex­ 
tent It Is faulty. 
But it Is the Demo­ 
cratic tariff. 
It is the law which the 
people voted for in 1910 and 1912. 
It has been known ever since the 
Wilson Gorman law was passed that 
the next time the Democrats enacted 
a tariff law it would be tariff revision 
downward 
which 
meant 
something. 
And that is what the Underwood bill 
Is—beyond question. 
But the country has 1mm braced for 
several years for the new tariff, and 
there should be no danger of business 
depression. 


Organization Counts. 
In a speech defending the Demo­ 
cratic program Speaker Champ Clark 
pointed out the benefits of organization 
both In politics and war.
